Boundary 1. Be rr ENAcTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That all that part of the county of 
Essex ‘contained .within the boundary lines of the town of 
Orange, as. now established by law, shall continue to be a town 
by the name of * The Town of Orange, ” and that all the in- 
habitants of this state residing within such limits, and their suc- 
cessors, are hereby constituted and continued a body politic 

Incorporation and corporate, in fact and in law, by the pame of “Lhe Town 
of Orange,” and, by that name, shall and may have perpetual 
succession, and shall and may he capable of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and being an- 
swered unto, defending. ‘and being defended, in all courts and 
places whatsoever, in all manner of suits and actions whatso-

CHAPTER GVIIT. 


An Act for the organization of the National Guard of the 
State of New Jersey. 


ORGANIZATION. 


1. BE IT ENACTED by ‘the Senate ay General Assembly of x National 
the State of .New Jersey, That the active militia of this state conueinated. 
shall be known as “The National Guard of the State of New 
Jersey,” and shall consist of not more than sixty companies 
_of infantry, and such batteries not more than‘ two, and such 
cavalry companies not more than six,.as may be authorized 
by the commander-in-chief, to be organized into brigades, in 
number not more than three; and to be:comprised in one 
division ; provided, that each county of thié state shall be en- Proviso. 
titled to at least one of said companies. - 

2. And be tt enacted, That the Rifle Corps of this. state State rifte 
and the present organized uniformed militia shall be included ee 
in ie National Guard. ! 

And be tt enacted, That the commander-in- chief is commander 
ia authorized and ‘ethpowered to proceed at once to or- gauize nation- 
ganize the National Guard in conformity to this. act. aes 


4. And be tt enacted, That the National Guard shall be of- 
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ficered as follows, and not otherwise: The governor shall be 
commander-in-chief ;. his staff shall be as follows: four aides- 
ue-camp, with the rank of lieutenant colonel, whose term of. 
service shall expire with that of the governor; one adjutant 
general, with the rank of brigadier general ; one quartermas- 
ter general, with the rank of brigadier general; one surgeon 
general, with the rank of brigadier general; one inspector 
general, with the rank of colonel of cavalry ; one judge ad- 
vocate general, ‘with the rank of colonel of cavalry ; one as- 
sistant adjutant general, with the rank of colonel of cavalry ; 
the quartermaster general shall be acting commissary general, 
and the inspector general shall be acting paymaster general ; 
there shall be a major general of division ; his staff shall be 
as follows: three aides-de-camp, each with the rank of major : 
one inspector, with the rank of colonel; one assistant adjutant 
general, with the rank of colonel; one surgeon, with the rank 
of colonel; -one: paymaster,. with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, and one quartermaster, with the rank’of lieutenant. 
colonel ; there shall be one brigadier general to each brigade; 
his staff shall be as follows: one inspector, with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel; one assistant adjutant general, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel ; one quartermaster, with the rank 
of major; one surgeon, with the rank of major; one paymas- 
ter, with the rank of major; two aides-de-camp, with rank of 
captain; to each regiinent there’ shall be one colonel, one 
lieutenant colonel, and one major;,to each battalion there 
shall be one major; the regiment or battalion staff shall con- 
sist of one adjutant; with the rank. of first lieutenant; one 
quartermaster; with the rank of first lieutenant; one paymas- 
ter, with the rank of first lieutenant ; one surgeon, with the 
rank of major ; one assistant, surgeon, with the rank of first 
lieutenant ; one chaplain, to rank as captain; one sergeant- 
major, one quartermaster sergeant, one commissary sergeant, 
and one principal>musician ; to each company there shall be 
one captain, one. first. ‘lieutenant, ‘one second heutenant, five 
sergeants, five cor ‘porals, two musicians, -and not less than forty 
nox more than eighty privates. 

5. And be i enacted, That brigades, regiments, battalions, 
batteries and cavalry companies shall be numbered by the 
commander-in-chief.in: such manner. as he shall aeem proper 
and best calculated to secure uniformity, and a register there- 
of shall be kept in the adjutant genéral’s office. 

'6.. And be it enacted, That . mleneyer any company, bat- 
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talion or regiment shall fall below the standard of. numbers 
required by this law td’ cotistitute the saiiié;"er-shall be guilty 
of mutinous conduct, the same may be disbanded or consoli- 
dated with other corps by the division commander.

the time of his election or appointment, the commission shall 
be returned to the adjutant general, with the cause of its re-

An Act to incorporate the Bacian Woolen Mills.

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| CHAPTER COLXVI. 


An Act for ae improvement of the Town of Freehold, in the 
| Donny of Monmouth. 


1. Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assembly of pounaaries. 
the State of New Jersey, That the limits of the town of Free- 
hold, in the county of Monmouth, for the purposes of this 
act shall be as follows: Beginning at the southwesterly edge 
of the new street recently opened. by Henry Brinkerhoff, 
where it intersects with Main street, and running thence 
along the southwesterly edge of said new street to the middle 
of South street, and including the land three hundred feet 
deep on the’ southwesterly side of said new-:street from Main 
to South street; thence northerly along the middle of South 
street to the northerly edge of the road leading. from South 
street by Benjamin Lefferson’s house to Jerseyville; thence 
along the northerly edge of said Jerseyville road to the 
middle of Parker avenue, opened between lands of Joel 
Parker and the late Thomas. C. Throckmorton ;, thence along 
- the middle of. Parker avenue to the middle of Institute street.; 
thence in a northerly direction in a straight line to a point 
where the most easterly line of Hudson street intersects with 
Elm street as marked on the map of Frechcld, made by Ezra. 
. A. Osborn and Thomas A. Hurley in eighteen hundred and 
fifty-five; thence along the most easterly edge of Hudson 
street, ina northeasterly direction, to Bennett street, as . 
marked on. the aforesaid map ; thence’ in ‘a: str aight line the 
same course as the most easterly line of Hudson street to the 
Freehold and Colt’s Neck turnpike, and including the lands 
two hundred feet deep. on the most easterly side of said line

An Act to ‘appoint Harbor Masters and SuSpECIONS 


Appointment 1. Be re enactep by the Senate and General Assembly of 
masters the State of New Jersey, That ‘the governor, by and with the 
advice and consent.of the senate, shall appoint two harbor 
masters, who shallhold their offices, respectively, for three 


years, ‘and in case any harbor: master so appointed ‘shall die: 
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or resign, or in any other way be disqualified to act, it shall be 
the duty of the governor forthwith to fillsuchy:vacancy, and 
the person so appointed shall-hold such office until the next 
session of the legislature; and such harbor masters shall have Powers.of har- 
authority to regulate and station all ships and vessels in the 

bay of New York, or in the North river, within the limits of 

Jersey City and Hoboken, and the wharves thereof, and to 
remove from time to time, such ships and vessels as are not 
employed in receiving and discharging their cargoes, to make 
room for such others as require to be more immediately ac- 
commodated, for the purpose of receiving and discharging 
cargoes; as to the fact of their being fairly and bona fide 
employed in receiving and discharging their cargoes, the said . 
harbor -masters, or either of them is hereby constituted the 
sole judge; the said harbor masters, or either of them, 
shall have authority to determine how far, and in what instan- 
ces, 1t 1s the duty of masters and others, having charge of | 
ships and vessels, to accommodate each other in their respec- 
tive situations, and if any master or other person, having 
charge.of any: ship or. vessel, shall refuse or neglect to obey 
the directions of the said harbor masters, or elther of them, 
in matters within their authority to direct, or if any person 
shail resist or oppose the said harbor masters, or either of 
. them, in the execution of the duties of their office. such mas- 
ter or other person having charge of any ship or vessel, or 
other person whatsoever, shall, for every such offence, forfeit 
and pay the sum of fifty dollars, to be recovered with costs 
of suit, in the name of the treasurer of the state, before any 
court having cognizance thereof; all which fines, when col- 
lected, shall be paid to said treasurer; and the said harbor 
masters shall have. power to demand and receive from. the 
commanders, owners and consignees, or either of them, on 
all ships or vessels of the United States, and on all ships or 
vessels of any foreign nation that are permitted by the laws 
of the United States to enter on the same terms as vessels of 
the United States, and which shall enter the bay of New 
York or in the North river, within the limits of Jersey City 
or Hoboken aforesaid, and load or unload, or make fast to 
any wharf therein, one-half of one per centum per ton, to be 
computed from the tonnage expressed in the register or en- 
rollments of such ships and vessels respectively, and no more ; 
and ‘also on ail other foreign ships or vessels which shall ar- 
rive at and enter the said port, and load, unload or make fast 
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to any wharf therein, double the amount of fees aboveispeci-: 
fied, according to the rate of tonnage or burthen of said ships 
or vessels respectively, to be ascertained by their respective 
registers or other documents on board the same; but no com- 
pensation shall’ be demanded by the said harbor masters for 
the entrance int* the said limits of Jersey City or Hoboken, 

any ship ur schooner employed inthe ¢oasting trade within 
the United States, unless upon application of the master ‘or 
persons having ‘charge of any such vessel employed in the 
coasting trade as aforesaid; the said harbor masters, or ‘either 
of shem, shall interfere and adjust any difference which may 
happen respecting the situation or position of any such coast- 
ing vessel, which difference said harbor masters, or either of 
them, are hereby authorized and required to hear and deter- 
mine; in which case the said harbor masters, or either of 
them, may demand from the party in default, in ‘the premises, 

the sum of two dollars, excepting canal barges and ‘canal 
boats, for which he may receive one dollar each, and no | 
more, for any difference so by him adjusted, to be sued 
for and recovered in the names and for the use of said 
harbor masters, in atiy court having cognizance thereof ; 

the master, owner and consignees of any ship or vessel sub- 
ject to the payment of. the fees to harbor masters as aforesaid, 
shall, within forty-eight hours after the arrival of such ship 
or vessel, pay the fees so due thereon, at the office of the 
said harbor masters, or one of them, and in default of: such 
payment, if the same shall have: been first duly demanded, 

such master, owner ‘or consignee on whom such demand shall 
have been previously made shall forfeit and pay double the 
amount of such feés, to be sued for and recovered in the 
names and for the use of the said harbor masters, id any 
court having cognizance thereof; it shall be the duty of the 
said harbor masters to ‘superintend and enforce the execution. 
of all laws of this. state for cleaning the wharves and docks, 

and for preventing and removing all nuisances in or upon 
them, or either of them; and if the person or persons whose 
duty it shall be to remove such nuisance, shall refuse or neglect 
to remove the same within forty-eight hours after notice ‘from 
the said harbor masters, or one of them, requiring such person 
or persons to remove: the same, the said harbor masters may 


therefor demand ‘and receive from such person or persons so 


neglecting or refusing, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents ; 
and in case of non-payment thereof on demand, the same may 
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i sued for and recovered in.the names: s-of and. for the use of 

the said harbor masters, in any‘¢ourt havitig cogtiizance there- 

cf; andit shall be the duty of the saidharbor masters, whenever — ' 
required by the captain, owner or consignee of any vessel, 

to give a copy of this act to such captain, owner or consignee, 
and no person shall be fined for a violation of this act until 
that has been done; and it shall hereafter be the duty of said 
harbor masters to report to the governor of the state, under 
oath, the whole amount of fees received to the thirty-first of 
December, inclusive, in each year.

An Act to consolidate and make into one city, to be called 
Jersey City, the cities of Jersey City, Hudson City, Ho- 
boken and Bergen, the town of Union and the townships 
of North Bergen, Union, West Hoboken, Greenville, Bay- 
onne and Weehawken, and part of the township of Kearney. 


1. Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of 
the State of New Jersey, That the city of Jersey City shall 
hereafter consist of all the territory included within the boun- 
daries described in a schedule hereinafter contained marked A.

Beginning at the boundary ‘line separating the state of Boundaries, 


New Jersey from the state of New York, on the southwest cor- 
ner of the county of Hudson, and running thence northerly.
